Survey  Reveals  Laxity  .  .  . 

During  the  Student  Senate  meeting,  of  April  16,  an  im- 
jportant  problem  was  discussed,  that  of  the  campus  parking 
system.  After  having  made  a  survey  during  the  morning  of  April 
15,  a  parking  committee  gave  a  report  which  revealed  some 
disappointing  facts. 

They  found  that  out  of  a  total  of  661  cars  checked  during 
the  survey,  415  had  stickers  and  246  did  not.  This  is  a  percentage 
of  62.5  with  stickers  and  37.5  without.  The  committee  also 
pointed  out  that,  in  many  cases,  those  which  did  have 'stickers 
did  not  have  them  properly  displayed. 

Stickers  should  be  placed  on  the  back  window  of  the  ve¬ 
hicle!  As  to  the  main  problem  of  lack  of  cooperation  in  paying 
fines  and  obeying  the  campus  parking  laws,  there  is  a  solution. 
All  students  should  realize  that  laws  such  as  the  parking  laws  of 
Ihe  College  are  for  their  welfare.  The  improvement  in  the  park¬ 
ing  situation  on  the  campus  during  the  past  few  years  has  been 
the  cure  of  many  headaches  of  the  past. 

Recommendations  as  to  future  steps  to  be  taken  towards  a 
solution  of  the  problem  will  be  presented  to  the  Student  Senate.
